West End area residents ine 
terested tn putting their skills 
to use in developing nations 
around the world are invited 
to take the Peace Corps place. 
ment test at 3 p.m., Monday, 
Dec. 5, at the San Bernardino 
Post Office building, 

The Peace Corps uses the 
placement test to determine how 
an applicant can best be utilized 
overseas, The test measures 
general aptitude and the abille 
ty to learn a language, not edue 
cation or achlevement, (If test 
scores indicate a lim ited lan. 
guage-learning ability, for exe 
ample, the Peace Corps tries to 
place the applicant in an Enge 
lish-speaking country, The 
placement test requires no pre- 
paration and bs non-competitive 
«+ an applicant can neither pass 
nor fall. 
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The second phase of the trip 
included tours of classrooms, 
simulators and buildings used tn 
training. A one-hour ride tn 
the C141 highlighted the day, 

The third aspect of the trip 
was a complete tour, briefing, 
and witnessing of demonstra. 
tions involving the terminals, 
loading procedures, and opera. 
tion of Travis AFB in its varied 
functions as a major port of 
embarkation. 

On all three phases of the 
trip the group was given inten- 
sive briefings by base officers, 
made visits to command posts 
and operations of all kinds, and 
was thoroughly provided with 
information on the transport 
function af the Air Force. 

Probably the most awe-ln- 
spiring sight of the trip was 
the first view of the mock-up 
of the new Lockheed transport 
that is being built, the C-5A. 
Patterned after the C-141, 
which area residents will see 
flying overhead by Spring, the 
C«5A is double the size of any 
existing aircraft, It is estim at. 
ed it will “revolutionize’’ 


transport for the Air Force 
by being able to handle every- 
thing needed in overseas opere 
ation of the Army, without use 
ing surface Navy ships for the 
first time in history. 

Among the most touching ase 
pects of the trip were seeing the 
busy passenger terminals at 
Travis where Vietnam destina- 
tions were being handled, and 
demonstrations by the Air- 
evacuation Aeromedical Evace 
uation Department. 

At present either one or two 
C141 planes arrived daily with 
either sick or wounded person- 
nel from Vietnam, 

Included in the busy foure 
day schedule of a social nature 
was ‘a fried chicken dinner at 
Aunt Fanny’s Cabin near Mari- 
etta, Ga., and a short visit 
to the Cowboy Hall of Fame 
near Oklahoma City, Okla,

An editorial 


Council belts progress in nose 
and scores five-year knockout 


The decision of the City Counctl at its 
meeting Nov. 15 to overrule the Plin-~ 
ning Commission’s denial of a variance 
on Footh{l] Boulevard not only setan une 
fortunate precedent but unwisely flaunted 
progress. 


The Council normally exercises more 
discretion in such decisions, particular~ 
ly when it concerns the city’s General 
Plan. This time, however, the Council 
threw both discretion and the General 
Plan out the window and granted a five- 
year varlance to allow a waiver of the 
Foothill] Boulevard Service Road re- 
quire ment. 


Tt matters little who the reciplent was 
of this walver, In this case itwasa party 
who formed a theatrical group for the 
production of live, family«type entertain- 
ment. 


Upland could well use and should wel- 
come an enterprise of this nature, ithas 
a place in the community. 


But let’s get down to facts, What 
would the Counctl’s action have been 
tmd the applicant sought a waiver or 
variance at this location to establish 
another ‘Tender Trap?’ Or a pool 
room? Or a barber's college or an old 
ladies’ home? 


The building involved in the granting 
of the variance is the former Martinez 
grocery store, [ts location is on the 
southwest corner of Campus Avenue 
and Foothill Boulevard, The intersec.~ 
tion definitely is a traffic harvard, 


Rut more important, the building Is 
in the path of the proposed service road 
which is tn the city’s General Plan, The 
service road cannot be completed tn 
that area unless the building ls moved 
or torn down, Adding to the problem, the 
bullding’s construction is such that ft is 
not economically feasible to move it, 
The only proper solution would be to de- 
molish tt, 


However, the Martiner family Indt- 
cated In a letter submitted to the Coun. 
ell by the theatrical group that they have 
no intention of tearing down the building 
for the next five years, for whichreason 
they would grant the thespians a five- 
year lease Uf the city waived the service 
road requirement, 


The reaction of three members of the 
Counell was; If the building ts to remain 
for five years why not have it oecupted 
rather than permit {t to stand In its pre- 
sent condition which aptly has been des. 
eribed as an “eyesore,’’ 


Was this sound reasoning? Would the 
Council have granted this variance Lf the 


applicants were a bar owner, @ pool hall 
operator, barber college or an old la. 
dies’ home ? 


We doubt it. 


Which brings us to our point. That 
building tn ite present location is no 
more sulted for a theater than a go-go 
place or an old ladies’ home. In fact, 
the latter establishment undoubtedly 
would create far less traffic. 


But what would the Councll’s reaction 
be to such a request? Beaming benevo- 
lence they probably would uphold the 
Planning Commission and the recom- 
mendation of the city’s paid planning 
consultant aml deny the variance be- 
cause the area would present a traffic 
hazard to the elderly residents, 


Certainly it’s a traffic hazara at that 
intersection. The General Plan of the 
City was not only drawn to eliminate it 
but designed to promote and develop 
that particular area as is the case along 
the entire stretch of Foothill Boulevard, 


But what did the City Council do by a 
3-2 vote? They voted to halt progress 
{in that area for the next five years, 
They voted not to extend the service 
road through that area for five years, 
They voted against their own General 
Plan. 


What now will the Counctl’s action be 
when other waivers and variances are 
sought? The precedent has been set. 


Just for the record, the two Council 
members who voted AGAINST granting 
the five-year variance were Zella Stone 
and Max Hawkins, 


Hawkins had sought to deny the vari- 
ance in support of the Planning Com. 
mission but the motion died for lack of 
a second, 


Mrs, Stone offered an amendment 
limiting the variance to three years but 
this also was defeated, 


Both deserve commendation, particu. 
larly Councilman Hawkins for his firm 
stand, 


Those IN FAVOR of the five-year 
waiver were Mayor James Christensen 
and Ronald Rossitter and George Gibson, 


It is worth repeating once again «- the 
Martines building ts not sulted for a 
theater, go-go joint, pizza palace or an 
old ladies’ home. 


It would be far better to have the bull. 
ding remain vacant with the hope and 
foresight that development in that area 
will become a reality in a matter of 
months or one year or two years, But 
to nail the coffin shut with a five-year 
yarlance is openly flaunting progress, 


How should junior colleges 
be governed at state level?

The form, not the fact, af 
statewide governance of Calle 
fornia’s 78 junior colleges will 
be an issue in the 1967 ses- 
Sion of the State Lerislature. 

Every major body, official or 
otherwise, concerned with the 
Subject bos endorsed a form af 
central administration af the 
state’s system of community 
colleges. Tw tifferent cone 
cepts of the governing body, 
however, are bel espoused, 

On the ope hand, the State 
Department and State Board 
of Education, Arthur D, Little, 
Inc., and the Los Angeles Coun. 
ty Federation of Labor favor 
a chancellor to head a state. 
wide administrative unit under 
the State Board of Edecation, 

On the other, the Coordina-. 
ting Council for Higher Fdu.e 
cation, Legislative Analyst A, 
Alan Post, the California Junior 
College Association, the Call- 
fornia School Boards Associa. 
tion, the California Teachers 
Association (CTA), the Junior 
College Faculty Assoctation, 
and the Junfor College Guild 
of the American Federation of 
Teachers, AFL-CIO, favor a 
separate board of directors and 
administrative unit to run the 
junior colleges, 

The State Board of Education, 
now responsible for junior col. 
lege goverance, approved a rece 
ommendation at its November 
meeting to keep the junior cole 
leges under its wing, but as 
an agency Separate from the

I am enclosing for your pe- 
rusal two charts recently sent 
me by Mrs. Helen Nelson, the 
state consumers council in Sa- 
cramento. You may note the 
sources of these tables are 
supposed to be the best infor- 
mation available, and may be. 


There is another angle not 
mentioned in the editorial. That 
is the fact that many chain 
groups own subsidiaries that 
supply certain lines of their 
goods, In each of these cases 
these firms, many of them 
owned exclusively by chains, 
have their markup as do the 
final outlet. 

When discussing prices these 
facts should be taken into ace 
count, 


One outstanding example tn 
local markets is lemons. They 
are today priced at 25¢ per 
pound tn several of these stores, 
This would appear to be way out 
of line. That would mean about 
$15 per 60 pound picking box 
and it would be tnteresting to 
know how much the producer 
gets out of this, The same may 
be said of oranges and grape 
fruit, since they are local pro- 
ducts, it is quite close to home 
and the spread may be readily 
observed,

9, PERSON - means an indie 
vidual, firm, partnership, core 
poration, company, association, 
joint stock association, or body 
politic, and includes a trustee, 
receiver, assignee, adminise 
trator, executor, guardian or 
other representative. 

10, RUNWAY - means the 
paved surface of an airport 
landing strip. 

11. STRUCTURE ~- means an 
object constructed or installed 
by man, including, but without 
limitation, buildings, towers, 
smokestacks and overhead 
transmission lines. 

12, TREE - means any object 
of natural growth. 

D, ZoneS, 

In order to carry out the proe 
visions of this Section, there 
are hereby created and estabe 
lished certain zones which ine 
clude all of the land lying with 
in the Instrument Approach 
Zone, Noneinstrument Ap- 
roach Zones and Horizontal 
Zone. Such areas and zones 
are shown on the Cable Airport 
Zoning Map consisting of one 
(1) sheet, prepared by the Plane 
ning Departm ent and dated Jan- 
uary 27, 1966, whichis attached 
to this Section and made a part 
hereof, The various zones are 
hereby established and defined 
as follows: 

1, INSTRUMENT APe 
PROACH ZONE - An instrue 
ment approach zone is eSe 
tablished at the Southwesterly 
end of the Southwest, Northe 
east runway. Said Southwest, 
Northeast runway is designae 
ted as an instrument runway for 
instrument landings and take- 
offs. The instrument approach 
zones shall have a width of

have a width of 250 feet at a 
distance of 200 feet beyond each 
end of the runway, widening 
thereafter uniformly to a width 
of 2,250 feet at a distance of 
10,200 feet beyond each end of 
the runway, its centerline being 
the continuation of the centere 
line of the runway. 

8, HORIZONTAL ZONE -A 
horizontal zone is hereby ese 
tablished and delineated on the 
Cable Airport Zoning Map,Said 
horizontal zone is defined as 
that land area lying within the 
following described dimene 
sions: 

a. An imaginary rectangle 
shall form the reference points 
from which the outer limits of 
the horizontal zone shall be 
projected. 

b. Such imaginary rectangle

Cc, A, Barnes, manager of 
the Inland Citles Better Busi- 
ness Bureau announced today 
that Automobile Dealer Assocl« 
ations of Riverside, San Bere 
nardino and Redlands, In co« 
operation with the Better Dust.

adopted standards for advere 
tising and selling automobiles, 

Decision to adopt the stin« 
dards was made at a confers 
ence held in the BD offices 
and attended by representatives 
from the dealer Associations 
and the Riverside Press-Pnter« 
prise, the San Bernardino Sun. 
Telegram, the Redlands Dally 
Facts and the Ontarto Dally 
Report. An invitation was exe 
tended to Riverside and San 
Bernardino radio stations, Kee 
presentatives from Radio sti= 
tions KPRO, KCKC and K«ACE 
attended the meeting. 

The use of the standards as 
a guide in advertising and selle 
ing will do much to improve 
consumer confidence tn all car 
dealers, said Mr, Barnes, While 
the great majority of dealers 
are factual in their advertising 
claims and honest in their deal. 
ings, there is the smail minority 
who resort to questionable ade 
vertising and selling methods, 
These are the firms against 


whom consumers complain to 
the bureau alleging misrepre.« 
sentation, bait advertising and 
even false advertising. Conte 
sumers who expertence this 
kind of treatment become dis. 
trustful of all car dealers, 

Coples of the standards have 
been mailed to all automobile 
dealers who are members af 
the Better Business Bureauand
